XMi- 
olson. aud twenty-nine men heljii-d him 
to navigate the ship. The freinbier ran 
aground about a half mile from shore 
in one of the wildest Morms of the 
season. 
It was ou a Huudny. 
The 


next day an ocean goin« lutf named 
tlie Catherine Mdrau succeeded in get- 
ting to the Druuielzier and look nway 
seventeen of the crow. 
The captain 


and twelve of his men decided to stay 
by the ship, and thoy stood it for two 
more clays and then were compelled to 
fly distress signals and were rescued 
by life saving crews. 


It was a bitter moment for Captain 


Nicholson when on the fourth day 
after the ship had struck he climbed 
into the shrouds to survey his broken 


about 9:30 a. m. The starboard side of 
the Drumelzier was submerged, the 
combers breaching ten feet over the 
ship aud the leaping white apray wet 
ting down her mastheads. 


"Captain Patterson instead of trying 


to row directly for the wreck took his 
life savers to windward. They spread 
two leg-o'-muttou sails in their nou- 
siukable boat aud steered directly for 
Fire- island inlet. They sailed right up 
into tlie inlet until they had brought 
the LM-umolzier into the position where 
she made them a lee. 


"When the lifeboat was about east 


by one-halt north from the ship the 
life savers shipped their leg-o'-muttons" 
and started fur her and made a beauti- 
ful job of it. 


•M thought several times that the life- 


boat would founder. Where we lay ev- 
ery sea washed the Catherine Moran 
forward in the breakers. 
The wind 


was howling forty miles an hour from 
the west. 
No small tug could have 


stood it 


"The life saver* had six men rowing 


at the oars and two bailing out. They 
made- a flue lauding on. the port side of 
the Drumelzier. Captain Patterson 
sang out f< •• all who wanted to leave 
ship to drop into the boat as she rode 
under the lee. 


"Fifteen sailors nnd firemen and two 


boys came down the ship's ladder. The 
captain, his officers, cook, steward and 
a boy said they would stay by. The 


.'boat thi 
made for the Mo ran. and 


all were taken on board. At 11 -45 a. m. 
we started back for the Hook." 


Michael Cnher, an able seaman on 


the Drumelxier. said that when the ves- 
sel touched the beach at ;5 p. in. Sun- 
day "the snow was .so thick that you 
could hardly see tue bow ftoni the 
bridge. It was fougy besides. 


"Nobody." he continued, "thought we 


would stay long on tlie beach, but sup- 
posed we would come off with the next 
title 
But no ship could stand such a 


constant bntierinK. ni«;nt and day. as 
the Drumelx.ier got. The engine was 
shaken Irom Its bed nnd moved six feet 
aft. 
The boiler broke adrift and th
